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3. Contribution to the knowledge of the distribution of Swedish 
aculeate hymenoptera. I

Among Swedish entomologists the interest in the hymenopteras is infinite- 
simal in comparision with other groups of insects like beetles and butterflies. 
The consequense is that our knowledge of the distribution of these insects 
is pretty defective. In a list of the aculeate hymenoptera and the chrysids 
captured in the Baltic islands (Öland, Gotland, Fårön and Gotska Sandön) 
Jansson (1934) also mentioned their distribution in the remaining part of 
Sweden. But the mentioned insects are only part of the species of the country. 


The cause for this scanty interest may inter alia be due to the absence of 
native literature concerning these insects. During the years 1903—18 Auri- 
villius published a fauna of the Swedish aculeate hymenoptera. Since then 
there are no new books published with the exception of a second reprint of 
Fam. Psammocharidae (edited 1929 by O. Lundblad and A. Roman). Most 
of the books are more or less out of date and some of them are also out 
of print. 

During my work with the Swedish apids my interest has been awakened 
in other groups of aculeate hymenoptera and a lot of specimens have been 
captured. In this journal I am going to communicate on the one hand my 
own finds and on the other finds from collections belonging to the depart- 
ment of the Swedish Museum of Natural History (Stockholm). These collec- 
tions were brought together by Dr. A. Roman (+), Lic. G. Hedgren (+), Dr. S. 
Selander (+), Prof. O. Lundblad, Keeper E. Kjellander and Dr. G. Wängsjö. 
For my own collection I have received specimens captured by Demonstrator 
K. J. Hedquist. But it contains not only rare or smaller common species but 
also common ones. We know for a fact that it is easier to draw a map of 
distribution of a rare species than of a common one. 

In this paper I begin with the following Families viz. Sapygidae, Scoliidae, 
Tiphidae, Methocidae, Myrmosidae, Mutillidae and Eumenidae (the solitary 
wasps). I have already used my collections in two small papers, the Swedish 
species if the genus Eumenes (Erlandsson 1950) and Philanthus triangulum 
F. (Erlandsson 1962). Some specimens of my collections were captured in 
the summer of 1958 when I made investigations of apids in Southern Sweden 
by means of a grant from the Council of Natural Science. 
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I wish to convey my sincerest thanks to the superintendent of the entomo- 
logical department Prof. L. Brundin, Prof. O. Lundblad and Keeper E. 
Kjellander for the permission to include their material in this paper. 

In preparing the maps of distribution of Mutilla europaea L. and Bembix 
rostrata F. I have received valuable assistance from Dr. K. Ander (Linkö- 
ping), Mr. T. Brander ed Forest. off.

S. hirta Schrk. — In Selander's collection there is a male of this species captured 
in Ljugarn (Gotland) on the 25th July 1933. Ander (1947) has given details about the 
distribution of S. hirta in Scandinavia. Concerning its occurence in Sweden he says 
as follows: “Some new finds are not noted before 1938 in the review 'Sveriges 
Nature', there is some many words the occurence of Scolia unifasciata Cyril is an- 
nounced within the province of Gotland, which presupposed that it has been dis 
covered within the territory" (Ander Ls.). While Selander was the president of the 
Swedish Society for Conservation of Nature during the years 1936—1947 I supposed 
that Selander's find was the cause for the proclaiming of Scolia hirta in Gotland. 
Forestry officer, U. Weinberg, the secretary of the society mentioned above, has 
communicated that my hypothesis was true. The request of proclaiming Selander's 
find at Ljugarn was adduced as the cause for the petition. 

Selander has determined this male to Scolia unifasciata Cyril. An examination 
shows that there are whole yellow zones on the 2nd and 3rd tergits which is 
characteristic of the principal form and coincide as to the colour with specimens 
which I have captured in Spain, Italy and Yugoslavia. The name of this male is 
Scolia hirta Schrk. The male of the variety unifasciata has a yellow zone only in the 
3rd tergit. This find of Sc. hirta in Gotland is the first one although it has only 
now been published. 

There is another find of Sc. hirta in Gotland. Keeper E. Kjellander has communi- 
cated that in the summer of 1954 he saw a specimen in Kyllej. Up to now all known 
finds of Sc. hirta in Gotland are from the east coast of the island.

In Selan- 
der's collection I found these five specimens which Selander had determined to this 
species. They agree well with the descriptions in the work of Schmiedeknecht (1930) 
and Hedicke (1930). But unfortunately there is no information under what con- 
ditions they were captured. This species is not found in the other Scandinavian 
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countries. Prof. J. de Bequmont, Lausanne, has had the amiability to confirm the 
determination. New to the Swedish fauna.

Discoelius Latr 


In Aurivilli fauna (1918) there is only one species of the genus of Discoelius viz. 
D. zonalis Panz. Through Mader's investigation it was proved that under the name 
of D. zonalis there was hidden one more species which Mader (1936) called D. Pries- 
neri. In the year 1953 Valkeila reported D. Priesneri from Finland. 

Blüthgen (1961) is of the opinion that some of the Swedish localities of D. zonalis 
given by Thomson (1874) belong to D. Priesneri. I have had the opportunity to 
lock through Swedish specimens of Discoelius from different collections and I have 
found the two species from the following localities:
